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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment clarifies that the invention defined by claims 1-2, 5-16, 20 and 25-27 is directed 
towards a "document" which is a tangible, physical product, so that the claims, as amended, are 
clearly directed towards statutory subject matter. Furthermore, while Rhoads et al. '350 and 
Storey each teaches the use of various security characteristics on documents, neither Rhoads et 
al. '350 nor Storey teaches or suggests the specific resolution requirements for such security 
characteristics as variously stipulated by each of the independent claims. Because the prior art 
fails to suggest security characteristics with such resolutions, the claimed invention is allowable 
over the prior art.
